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Planning 
commissioners 
go through 
agenda fast

A diligent effort by Commissioners Whilma 
Holcombe, James Hester, Stan Hutchinson, Eloise 
Parker, Ross Tyree and John Watter saw the Plan¬ 
ning Commission work through a rather long agenda 
in good time at the Thursday, Dec. IS meeting of 
the commission. Among the items on the agenda 
were one continuance, six public hearings, one reso¬ 
lution of intention and continued discussion on 
the Hillside Ordinance and the Inspection Ordinance. 

A requested variance by Robert and Sharon 
Burnett at 177 N. Lima St. was for a patio over¬ 
hand and covered area that was constructed without 
a permit. Applicants claimed they did not know they 
needed a permit. Since there was no problem with 
water runoff. Commissioner Tyree pushed for 
approval while Commissioners Hutchinson and 
Hester opposed the variance. Motion was passed 
to deny the variance. 

Variance was denied for the construction of a 
parking pad near the front of the property line 
for Darrell and Carlyle Vienna at 248 Windwood 
Lane. The pad was to be used for the storage of 
an RV. Both Commissioners Tyree and Hutchinson 
felt it would set a bad precedent. 

Mr. and Mrs. J. Dearing at 110 E. Lowell 
found their variance for the extension of an exter¬ 
ior wall and the installation of a bay window on a 
pre-existing nonconforming structure unanimously 
approved by the commission. Both a front and side 
yard variance were required. 

A rear yard variance for an already constructed 
wooden deck was approved by the commission for 
Martin and Kerry Webber at 748 Brookside 
Lane. Concern by Commissioner Hester was raised

Perce// f/g/its extradition 


Two days before Alice Percell’s 1981 cream- 
colored Mercedes auto appeared at the Tropicana 
Hotel in Las Vegas, Dec. 15, Jeffrey Stephen Per- 
cdl turned himself in at the Burlington, Vt., police 
station last Tuesday, Dec. 13. Homicide principals 
are looking for witnesses who may have seen Percell 
or the car in Las Vegas. 

Percell is wanted for the murder of his parents, 
Alice and John Percell, on Liliano Dr., Sierra 
Madre. They were found by Sierra Madre police 
Nov. 16 after John Percell’s employee notified local 
police that Percell had not shown up for work 
for two days. The Percells had been shot, execution- 
style, and were bound, gagged, and found in sep¬ 
arate bedrooms, covered with quilts. 

Sheriffs homicide representatives, Sgt. Ike 
, Aguilar and Investigator Randy Hunicutt, flew to 
Vermont last Tuesday night to identify Percell 
and hopefully, to bring him back for 
arraignment. However, Percell decided to fight extra¬ 
dition. 


According to Aguilar, there will be a 30- to 90- 
day delay while Gov. Deukmejian’s warrant is sent 
to Vermont and Percell appears in court there where 
the extradition will be allowed or disallowed. 

Eventually, Aguilar says, Percell will be extra¬ 
dited. Meanwhile, he remains in the correction unit 
near Burlington, Vt. He has been positively identified 
as Percell. 

The sheriffs representatives returned Saturday 
evening and plan to “continue to investigate the 
case.” Is it a good case? “I believe so,” Aguilar told 
The News. 

Percell is in Vermont on a no-bail warrant and 
there is also a no-bail warrant waiting for him in 
Los Angeles. 

Aguilar said there is no information of Per¬ 
cell’s travels from the time he left Sierra Madre. 
He was seen in Sierra Madre at the Percell home 
by Police Officer Lance Long the day before the 
bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Percell were discovered.

To prevent this needless slaughter, 
the Safety Council is asking hosts and 
hostesses to promote the “Designated 
Driver” concept at all gatherings where 
alcohol is served as an act of true 
friendship and concern. 

“What bettw gift can one offer 
friends that their lives, or the means for 
keeping them from the misery of know¬ 
ing that they ended someone else’s life 
prematurely?” asks Joseph M. Kaplan, 
president of the Los Angeles Chapter. 

“All that’s required,” Kaplan says, 
“is to ask a selea few to volunteer at 
the beginning of the party to drink only 
non-alcoholic beverages so that they 
can drive the other celebrants home 
safely. This responsibility can be 
rotated to other volunteers at the next 
party, making it fair for everyone.” 

Another friendly act, according to 
KajHan, would be to remind all depart¬ 
ing guests to fasten safety belts and child 
safety seats as required protection 
against the bad judgment of other 
drivers, particularly those who do drive 
under the influence of alcohol or drugs.

Protect animals from Christmas accoutrements 


During the holiday 
season. The Pasadena 
Humane Society would 
like pet owners to be 
aware of the following 
hazards that can affect 
the health and well being 
of their pets. 

1. Christmas trees, 
poinsettia plants, 
mistletoe, holly and 
wreaths are very poison¬ 
ous for pets. If ingested 
they will make the animal 
very ill. 

2. Ornaments and hooks 
are great for the 
Christmas tree, but 


need to be kept out of 
the reach of a pet. 

3. Glass balls, if broken, 
can cause a great deal of 
harm for pets. A simple 
suggestion, put 
jingle bells at the bottom 
of the tree to act as an 
alarm, or come up with 
something that won’t 
harm the animals if they 
knock them off. 

4. Tinsel, is bright and 
shiny, but is swallowed, 
this substance can cause 
unneeded suffering 
for a pet. 

5. If keeping the

concern, try a little sugar 
in the water versus a toxic 
additive. 

6. Pets should not be 
allowed to share in the 
holiday feast. Turkey is 
much too rich for an ani¬ 
mal to digest and bones 
can cause extreme inter¬ 
nal damage if they splint¬ 
er. Instead of table scraps 
as a treat, give your 
pet an animal food that 
he is not used to having.

A recently completed study confirms the 
validity of the Main Street revitalization 
approach. Funded by the Economic Develop¬ 
ment Administration (EDA), the study identified 
the most successful commercial revitalization 
methods of the past decade. Then they sur¬ 
veyed varying sized U.S. communities. 

Some of the findings of this national study 
are interesting. For instance, they found that 
large budgets had little effect on downtown 
program success. Programs with one staff per¬ 
son were almost as likely to succeed as those with 
two. 

They reported that locally funded program 
succeeded more often than those based on 
state or federal funding. This underscores 
the importance of a local business com¬ 
munity and property owners having a personal 
financial stake in the redevelopment pro¬ 
gram. 

Another interesting factor is the success 
was linked closely to a comprehensive ap¬ 
proach to building assistance and financial aid 
Public-space improvements or major “quick- 
fix” development projects did not greatly boost 
the chance of success. 

The EDA also found programs offering 
long-term direct incentives to businesses and 
comprehensive promotion were most likely to 
succeed. 

This last firtding may be among the most 
significant. They found that a comprehensive 
approach to design and land use regulation 
greatly increases the chance of success. Design
